THE new car park on the Webster's site in 
Axminster is set to be leased to, and operated by, 
NCP when completed. 

Hallmark Estates (Plymouth), which owns the 
site, says the car park is likely to be opened dur¬ 
ing summer this year. 

Hallmark Estates boss Neal Hiscocks said: “At 
the end of last week we received the great news 
that the final condition of the original planning 
consent had been discharged, this having been 
the final remaining planning hurdle. 

“We now can bring the negotiations to a close 
with NCP who are our chosen operators of the car 
park and once the requisite signatures are on the 
documentation a three to six-week countdown 
commences during which the now approved op¬ 
erational car park creation works will be put in 
place. We are chomping at the bit to get the car 
park up and running." 

As reported last week, the final go-ahead was 
given when district councillors went against the 
recommendation of planners and approved last 
minute changes.

New fly-tipping 
fines of up to £400

LOW-level fly-tippers will be punished with a 
fixed-penalty notice under a news scheme ad¬ 
ministrated by South Somerset District Council. 

A law change in May gives the council the op¬ 
tion of offering a fixed penalty notice (FPN) to 
those guilty of fly-tipping when they are 
caught. 

The size of the fine is set to be discussed by 
SSDC's District Executive this week, and the 
proposal is £200. An agenda report stated: “The 
level of fixed penalty for this offence can be set 
anywhere between £150 and £400. 

“Fly tips can vary hugely in their scale, impact 
on the environment and cost of clearing. It is 
therefore useful to have a range of sanctions 
available which can be implemented in propor¬ 
tion to the severity of the offence. 

“It gives the option to issue a penalty without 
the time needed to go to court, where this is 
more appropriate to the offence committed. But 
other enforcement options, including prosecu¬ 
tion, will still remain the same." 

SSDC's District Executive agenda report said: 
“It is believed that a level of £200 is an appropri¬ 
ate and sufficient penalty to make it clear that 
an offence has been committed and also to act 
as a deterrent against further offending."

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FSB says roads should be made a priority 


THE road structure across 
Devon is really starting to suf¬ 
fer from under-investment, 
according to the Federation of 
Small Businesses (FSB). 

The organisation acknowl¬ 
edges that councils have been 
badly hit over the past years, 
so is calling on the government 
to make the road structure a 


priority. 

A new report by the FSB 
shows that half of all small 
firms think the UK's roads and 
public transport system have 
deteriorated in recent years. 

FSB Devon regional chairman 
David Shephard said: “TTie 
Government is investing in 
transport - but the lion’s share 


goes to big flagship projects on 
the strategic road network. 

“Most small businesses 
mainly rely on their local roads 
and public transport, so there is 
a strong case to prioritise in¬ 
vestment in these smaller 
projects now since they have 
had little support over the re¬ 
cent years due to council cuts.” 


District council wants 


your views 

AROUND 3,000 East Devon households will be 
asked to complete a survey over the next few 
weeks as part of the council's ongoing priority to 
listen to the views of its local people. 

The district council's Viewpoint Survey will be 
dropping onto the doormats of the randomly se¬ 
lected homes from Thursday, June 2nd, giving 
residents the opportunity to have their say about 
the services the district council provides. 

The survey, which is sent out every two years, 
will ask a series of questions and the direct feed¬ 
back of the residents will help the council meas¬ 
ure how its services are performing now, and 
how they can be improved. 

This year, the survey includes questions about 
responsible dog ownership, and the responses 
will be used to help plan the immediate future of 
this important service. 

East Devon District Council leader Paul Diviani 
said that he hoped that those households who 
are sent the survey would take part. “The views 


on services 

of our residents matter enormously to us and 
give us a valuable insight into how people feel 
about what we do. 

“Not only do their opinions help us to continue 
to improve, they may also help shape the future 
of services too, just as the survey responses did 
two years ago for our recycling service. Receiving 
feedback from our local people is central to the 
council's core values of providing great services 
and working innovatively and we can only con¬ 
tinue to do that if people tell us what they think.” 

As a thank you, all residents who complete the 
survey can enter a prize draw to win £100 of 
shopping vouchers. 

People completing the survey can also sign up 
to receive the results of the questionnaire too and 
find out how the information will be used to im¬ 
prove the work of the council. 

The questionnaire can be completed on paper 
or online and must be returned to the district 
council by Friday, July 29th. 


UK-wide, FSB found small 
businesses are overwhelm¬ 
ingly reliant on roads, with nine 
out of ten firms placing high 
value on the network. Rural 
businesses are even more 
likely to rely on roads as they 
often report little or no access 
to public transport links like rail 
or buses. 

A spokesperson for FSB said: 
“The FSB report, Going The 
Extra Mile: Connecting busi¬ 
nesses and rural communities, 
demonstrates how congestion, 
poorly maintained local roads, 
and a lack of regional strategic 


planning are all combining to 
pose a significant economic 
barrier to economic growth - 
particularly in rural areas. 

“FSB would like to see current 
and future devolution deals 
used as an opportunity for new 
combined authorities to com¬ 
mit to greater investment in 
local transport infrastructure. 

“Protecting transport spend¬ 
ing, alongside better strategic 
planning, investing in the local 
road network and public trans¬ 
port will all help support UK 
small businesses. 

“The top three issues re¬ 


ported by businesses based in 
rural areas were congestion on 
local roads, potholes and the 
cost of fuel. 

“FSB would like to see these 
issues addressed directly in 
any new local devolution deals 
so that funds can be protected 
to better maintain roads and 
support small firms.”

They believe that a lasting partnership 
with Holyrood Academy as part of a 
Multi-Academy Trust offers the greatest 
benefit to students, parents and staff and 
will allow the college to retain its individ¬ 
ual identity and best serve the community. 

Mrs Burnett went on to say: “The main 
benefits of being an academy are, firstly, 
that we will receive more funding as 
we’ll be funded directly from central gov¬ 
ernment and, secondly, we will have the 
freedom to teach the curriculum most 


suited to the young people we serve. “Our 
pupils are already benefiting from greater 
opportunities created by the management 
partnership with Holyrood and we would 
like that to continue well into the future.”

The searchlight emplacement 
was part of a defence network 
against invasion during World 
War II. 

Rotarian Doug Smith said: “The 
research describing the search¬ 
light mounted in the emplace¬ 
ment is quite detailed." 


‘Pedicab’ not viable 


DEPUTY Seaton Mayor Jack Row¬ 
land has ruled out his own idea of a 
“pedicab” service. 

Freshly elected as Deputy Mayor, 
his first job was to update fellow 
town councillors on the alternative 
form of transport he had been tasked 
to research. 

Earlier this year, councillor Row¬ 
land tabled a motion saying the 
town council should invite compa¬ 
nies to provide a pedicab service in 
the town from Easter until the end 
of September each year. 

He described a pedicab as “a vehi¬ 
cle with a cyclist at the front with 
the ability to carry two passengers at 
the back”. 

Councillor Rowland said that a 


pedicab would increase footfall in 
the town centre and seafront, be at¬ 
tractive to coach companies and 
could take visitors from the town’s 
tourist attractions to coach parking 
zones. 

As previously reported, no deci¬ 
sion was taken on the night. 

Instead, councillor Rowland was 
asked to look into the matter in more 
detail and report back. 

He delivered his conclusion when 
the town council met this month, say¬ 
ing that, in terms of licensing, a pedi¬ 
cab would be treated in the same way 
as a taxi. 

“I can’t see it being viable,” he said. 

It was agreed to take no further ac¬ 
tion.

A longcase clock made in Honiton in the 
early 19th century has returned to the 
town to be auctioned in Chilcott’s next sale. 


THE ‘grandfather clock’ has been 
passed down through the genera¬ 
tions of the Murch family and it is 
believed to be the first time it has 
been for sale on the open market. 

Unusually, it was made by a fe¬ 
male clockmaker, an unexpected 
career for a woman during this pe¬ 
riod. Elizabeth Murch was the sec¬ 
ond wife of clockmaker and 
silversmith, Jerome Murch. She 
took on the business after her 
husband’s death in 1802, and car¬ 
ried on running it until her death in 
1807. 

The clock case has been cut from 
a single piece of flame mahogany, 
and crafted beautifully so that the 
patterns in the grain of the wood all 
match. It has a chiming ‘eight-day’ 
movement, only needing winding 
once a week, with a date aperture 
and a seconds dial. In keeping with 
tradition for longcase clocks, the 
square silvered dial bears the sig¬ 
nature of its maker and the town 
where it was made, in this instance 
Honiton. 

Auctioneer Duncan Chilcott said: 
“Although it is over 200 years old, 
the Elizabeth Murch clock keeps 
excellent time still. Clocks of this 
age have often been tinkered with; 
it is a genuine pleasure to see one 
in such superb original condition, 
and it is unusual to be able to so ac¬ 
curately date it.” 

The clock brings with it a wealth 
of history; John Murch, whose 
family originally hailed from Ply¬ 
mouth (his father was a silver¬ 


smith), bought the clock making 
business in Honiton from Francis 
Pile in 1739, where he reputedly 
moved after attending Blundells 
School in Tiverton. Jerome took on 
the business with Elizabeth after 
the death of his father in 1785. 

Their nephew Matthew Murch 
carried on the trade. He was not 
only a clockmaker but also a sil¬ 
versmith and watchmaker, and 
made the church clock that can still 
be seen at St Pauls in Honiton. 
Matthew was the last Murch to 
make clocks, and 
the Honiton family 
business ended 
with his death in 
1865. 

The Elizabeth 
Murch clock is 
being sold by de¬ 
scendants of the 
Murch family who 
now live near 
Portsmouth; the 
vendor specifically 
wanted it to return 
to Honiton and has 
enjoyed research¬ 
ing her family his¬ 
tory in the process 
of consigning the 
clock to Chilcotts. 

The clock has been 
estimated between 
£600-800. 

Liz Chilcott is a 
big fan of this style 
of clock. She said: 

“We have a long 


case clock at home and there is 
something very comforting about 
the regular chimes - it’s part of the 
family." 

The clock is included in the next 
Chilcotts Fine Art, Antiques & Col¬ 
lectors Items sale on June 4th at 
the Silver Street saleroom next to 
Honiton Community College.

“Only a few names had any 
current local connections but we 
were able to contact a few fami¬ 
lies to get some old photos which 
we reproduced with permission. 

“The end result was a 75-page 
document. Hard copies were sent 
to the Devon Archive Office and 
to Stockland 


Church with the e-version up¬ 
loaded onto the Stockland web¬ 
site, where it has had more hits 
than any other section, especially 
from the USA.” 

The booklet details information 
on the 25 men from the village 
who died during the Great War, 
as well as the 32 men who fought 
and survived. 


STOCKLAND: Bryan Drew and 
Charles Holme have been re¬ 
searching the stories of the men 
of Stockland who fought in the 
First World War, 1914-19. Their 
research complete, the final draft 
of the document is now available 
and will be printed out and kept 
in the village church, St Michael 
and All Angels, Stockland. 

Mr Holme said: “We began this 
exercise by copying the list of 
names from the church war me¬ 
morial. We then went to the 
Commonwealth War Graves 
Commission website to draw up 
short lists of candidate records 
that might fit with local names.

“There were some false starts 
and a few blind alleys, but hav¬ 
ing trawled through census re¬

Sidbury development: 
three reasons against 

■ WE are extremely concerned about the proposed 
employment land at Sidford for three reasons in 
particular: 

Firstly the increased area of hardstanding will 
mean a great reduction in the absorption of rain 
water and will thus considerably increase the dan¬ 
ger of flooding. Flooding is already a major issue 
in all areas of the Sid Valley with Sidbury, Sidford 
and Sidmouth itself all being affected during peri¬ 
ods of heavy or prolonged rain and this proposed 
development will inevitably only increase the risk. 
Considerable flood damage has been caused 
throughout the valley in very recent years with 
both villages and The Byes badly affected as well 
as houses in Sidmouth itself. 

Secondly, both main roads, the A375 and the 
A3052 are regularly congested with both light traf¬ 
fic, cars etc. and with large commercial vehicles 
and buses. There is insufficient width for these to 
pass each other in the village of Sidbury and at the 
narrower section of the A375 in Sidford. All year 
round traffic backs up at the traffic lights especially 
as bus stops are positioned at the traffic lights. This 
is worse at certain times of the day and during the 
summer months it often happens that queuing at 
Sidford extends half way along the Sidbury road 
making this particularly dangerous for both cyclists 
and pedestrians. The same applies to the traffic ap¬ 
proaching the lights in both directions along the 
A3052. Any development which will inevitably in¬ 
crease traffic on both these roads is to be deplored. 

Thirdly, this development will very detrimentally 
affect the landscape in this Area of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty and is inappropriate to the eco¬ 
nomic, social and well being of the area.

Beware what you ask

■ I AM an Ottery St Mary town councillor, 
writing personally. 

After two drop-in public meetings, in West 
Hill and Tipton, the good burghers of Ottery 
are beginning to show their true colours. The

So if you are fed up with gridlock in the town, 
overburdened facilities and endless house¬ 
building, think twice before supporting the 
boundary as proposed by EDDC, and sup¬ 
ported by the “concerned residents" who 
want to wreck West Hill's perfectly legitimate 
plans to govern its own affairs within its es¬ 
tablished boundary.

Stress describes what most people experience when the 
demands made upon individuals are greater than the abil¬ 
ity to manage them.

What’s your ‘saver’ personality? 


THE savings landscape has undergone a dra¬ 
matic change recently. 

The launch of the new personal savings al¬ 
lowance means we have a much wider choice of 
places to stash our cash without paying tax on 
the interest - not just IS As. 

The new allowance enables basic rate tax pay¬ 
ers to earn up to £1,000 in savings interest tax- 
free. Higher rate taxpayers can now earn up to 
£500 in tax-free interest. 

This will provide at least a little comfort for 
some of those who have seen their returns ham¬ 
mered in recent years by rock-bottom interest 
rates. 

But when it comes to making the most of the 
new allowance, it seems much may depend on 
your “savings personality”. 

Research from Santander has revealed six dif¬ 
ferent savings personality types. 

It found the most common type is the "some¬ 
time squirreller". 

Around one in three of us fall into this bracket. 
These are people who do save - but only for spe¬ 
cial occasions or purchases and do not put 
money away as often as they would like to. 

Holidays and cars are the most popular savings 
goals, followed by unexpected rainy day ex¬ 
penses such as a boiler breakdown. 

After sometime squirrellers, the next most 
common savings personality is the “superhero 
saver”. For a lucky one in four people, putting 
money away comes as second nature, it seems. 

Meanwhile, 17% of people are described as 
“save another dayers”, for whom saving is a 
great idea - if only they could get around to 
doing it. 

Around one in 10 people are “fence sitters” - 
who do not think about saving at all. And a sim¬ 
ilar number are “all gone againers” - who blow 
their money every payday. 

Around one in 16 people are described as a 
“raver not saver”. They would rather splash out 
on enjoying themselves than put money away for 
a rainy day. 

As a general rule, experts believe it's a good 
idea to have money put away that could cover at 
least three months’ worth of bills in case of an 
emergency. Some believe six months’ worth of 
cash should be put aside to be on the safe side. 

On average, people think they should have 
around £6,500 in savings set aside for a rainy 
day, Santander found. 

• So how can you become a superhero saver? 
Even if saving such large amounts seems a 
daunting task, getting into the habit of putting 
away a little, and often, can help. 

Nearly two-thirds (61%) of us admit we have 
got a shock when we've checked our bank bal¬ 
ance, Santander’s research among more than 
2,000 people found. 

In an attempt to control their spending, more 
than one in four (28%) have cut up credit cards 
and 36% have avoided going into shops. 

What kind of saver are you? 

HOW CAN YOU... CUT YOUR CAR 
INSURANCE PREMIUM? 
RICHARD Headland, editor of Which? says: 
“There are some simple and sometimes surpris¬ 
ing things that can have a big impact on your car 
insurance premium.” 

Here are some tips from Which? 

• Carefully consider your job title. While you 
must not lie about what you do, some jobs can 
be referred to in different ways - and this can re¬ 
duce your premium. 

• Avoid modifying your car. Even adding tinted 
windows or changing your alloy wheels could 
increase premiums. 

• Setting a higher voluntary excess - as long as 
it's one you can afford - can lower premiums. 
Setting your voluntary excess at £500 instead of 
£0 can save around £117. 

• Don't overestimate your mileage. Motorists 


driving 10,000 miles a year can pay £31 more on 
average than those driving 5,000. 

• Check the price of comprehensive cover. You 
may expect comprehensive cover to be more ex¬ 
pensive - but on average Which? found it was 
£156 cheaper because third party, fire and theft 
is often bought by younger drivers who are sta¬ 
tistically more likely to be involved in an acci¬ 
dent.

FINANCIAL fact: March was a record month 
for current account customers switching deals, 
according to payments body Bacs. 

Some 124,615 customers switched their ac¬ 
count in March 2016 using the new current ac¬

HOMEOWNERS HAVE HIGH HOPES 

FOR PROPERTY PRICES, STUDY SAYS 

MORE than nine in 10 homeowners expect 
property prices in their areas to increase in the 
coming months, a website has found. 

Some 92% of homeowners surveyed for 
Zoopla expect property values where they live 
to continue marching upwards over the next six 
months - with a typical predicted growth rate of 
9.5% over the period. 

Homeowners were found to have high confi¬ 
dence levels in house price growth despite recent 
reports suggesting factors such as the EU refer¬ 
endum could sprinkle some uncertainty over the 
housing market in the coming months. 

SCAM EMAIL WARNING 
FOR STUDENTS 

STUDENTS are being warned of a growing 
threat from scam emails. 

The Student Loans Company has reported see¬ 
ing an increase in scam emails and said it has had 
several scam websites closed down. 

Fiona Innes, head of counter fraud services at 
the Student Loans Company, says: “We want to 
remind customers that we will never request a 
customer’s personal or banking details by email 
or text message.” 

SOME 300,000 PEOPLE EXPECTED TO 
SELL THEIR ANNUITY 

AROUND 300,000 people are expected to sell 
their retirement annuity after a further pensions 
shake-up comes into force next year, HM Rev¬ 
enue and Customs (HMRC) documents show. 

From April 2017, people who already have an 
annuity - which gives pensioners a guaranteed 
income - can sell it on for a lump sum. 

The reforms will build on the pension freedoms 
introduced in 2015, which mean people aged 55 
and over no longer have to use their pension pot 
to buy an annuity and instead they can have more 
choice over how they use their money. The 2015 
reforms did not affect people who had already 
retired and had bought an annuity. 
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Winners & losers in pension stakes

THE new tax year has brought with it the launch 
of the new state pension. 

The overhaul, which affects people reaching 
state pension age on or after April 6, 2016, aims 
to give people a clearer idea, from a younger age, 
of exactly how much retirement cash they are 
likely to end up with. 

The full new pension has a single-tier flat rate of 
£155.65 a week. 

To get the new state pension, men must have 
been born on or after April 6, 1951, and women 
must have been bom on or after April 6, 1953. 

Under the previous system, there were two parts 
to the state pension: the basic state pension as well 
as the additional state pension, which provides 
extra money on top of the basic state pension. 

But while the new state pension is set at a single 
amount, people could still end up getting more or 
less than this when they retire. 

To get any of the new state pension, people will 
generally need to have built up 10 years of Na¬ 
tional Insurance (NI) contributions. This could 
come from money they have paid in, or that has 
come from NI credits, perhaps because they have 
been caring for a family. 

To get the full rate, people will need 35 years of 
NI contributions. 

People could still end up getting more as they 
may have already built up an entitlement to more 
than the full rate under the old pension arrange¬ 
ments. 

There will be "winners" and "losers" as the new 
state pension era dawns. 

Maike Currie, investment director for personal 
investing at Fidelity International, says: "The self- 
employed are the big winners - they could see their 
pensions rise from around £6,000 a year to £8,000 
a year. 

"While this might not sound much, to secure the 
equivalent income of £2,000 a year, rising with in¬ 
flation would cost you around £65,000 if you're 
buying a guaranteed annuity at age 65." 

Currie says that while women have also been 
seen as the winners, the rising state pension age 
for women also means many will be "losers" of 
the new system. 

The benefits of the new state pension will also 
diminish for younger workers. 

Currie says: "The difference is due to the addi¬ 
tional savings built up by older workers under the 
old system called the state second pension. 
Younger workers will not qualify for this despite 
paying NI contributions." 

• So if you don't think you will be entitled to 
much state pension, how can you boost it? 

There are several potential ways to do this. You 
could keep working and paying NI contributions 
until you reach state pension age. You could also 
see if you can apply for NI credits to fill gaps in 
your records. Other potential options could be to 
pay voluntary NI contributions or to defer your 
state pension when you reach state pension age, to 
build up extra pension money when you do claim 
it.

If you do have some gaps in your NI record, you 
might not need to do anything - as it is possible to 
have some gaps and still get the full new state pen¬ 
sion.

People no longer have to buy a retirement 
annuity with their pot and instead have more op¬ 
tions to take their cash how they wish, subject to 
tax. 

• Further plans to shake up pensions are in the 
pipeline. From April 2017, people who already 
have an annuity - which gives pensioners a guar¬ 
anteed income - can sell it on for a lump sum.

YOUNGER GENERATION IS MORE 
THRIFTY' 

Young "Millennial" adults are saving larger 
chunks of their cash than the generation above 
them, a survey has found. 

Those in the 18 to 35 Millennial age group are 
also more likely to have thrifty habits when buying 
everyday goods such as a coffee or a pint of beer 
than the Generation X age group of 36 to 54-year- 
olds, the research from peer-to-peer lender Zopa 
suggests. 

But the survey of more than 2,000 people also 
found that with financial hurdles such as student 
loans, costly renting and the struggle to get on the 
housing ladder, many Millennials also see debt as 
a normal part of their life. 

MANY HOME BUYERS MAKE UP THEIR 
MINDS WITHIN TWO MINUTES' 

Britons spend around the same length of time de¬ 
ciding whether to buy a pair of shoes as whether 
to put an offer in on a house, a survey reveals. 

It takes 26 hours on average for people to decide 
to make an offer on a house purchase, and 25 
hours typically for them to decide whether to buy 
a pair of shoes, HSBC found. 

The research, among 2,000 home owners and 
current house hunters, found that with the supply 
of homes generally tight compared with the num¬ 
ber of potential buyers, one in nine (11%) people 
had decided to put in an offer within two minutes 
of viewing a property.

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5 TIPS ABOUT SUBSIDENCE 


1. SUBSIDENCE is the 
shrinking and movement 
of the earth your home is built on, which results 
in the foundations moving and cracks appearing 
in the building. There are several causes of sub¬ 
sidence, but one of the most common is trees. 
Tree roots can cause movement by growing 
under the foundations. Even if they're not that 
invasive, the roots extract moisture from the 
soil, causing the ground to contract. Pruning or 


removing the tree is 
often the solution, but it 
can sometimes make the problem worse. 

2. Clay soil is another common cause of sub¬ 
sidence. It usually holds a lot of water, but if the 
water table drops during dry weather, the clay 
will start to shrink. Hidden mine shafts or bell 
mines, defective drains, culverts and pipework, 
and sandy or gravelly soil can also cause subsi¬ 
dence. Leaking water can wash away unstable

soil from around a building's foundations, for 
example. 

3. If you see cracks in plaster or brickwork, 
they're not necessarily a sign of subsidence, as 
cracks can be caused by all sorts of things and 
are often nothing to worry about. However, 
new or expanding cracks wider than 3mm may 
be caused by subsidence, especially during a 
dry spell. Cracks that are wider at the top than 
the bottom, and that run diagonally, can be a 
sign of subsidence, too, as can a crack that's on 
both the inside and outside of a wall. 

4. If you think your home is suffering from 
subsidence, tell your buildings insurer, as they 
should get an expert to check it out. It's often a 
case of monitoring the situation, which can be 
a lengthy process lasting months or even years 
- drain and geological surveys may be neces¬ 


sary. If you don't have insurance, or don't want 
to involve your insurer straightaway, get a char¬ 
tered surveyor to assess the problem. In the 
worst cases, a structural engineer will also be 
needed. 

5. Relatively easy solutions can often be 
found for subsidence, such as fixing a defective 
drain or water pipe. In other cases, metal piles 
can be used to shore up the foundations, but 
only if the foundations are strong enough. Jet 
grouting can sometimes be the answer, which 
involves filling underground gaps and making 
unstable soil, such as gravelly soil, solid. In a 
small number of cases, underpinning is re¬ 
quired. This is where pits are dug under the 
foundations and filled with concrete - it's an ex¬ 
pensive process, but your home should be a lot 
sturdier afterwards.

Volkswagen Amarok: On the move in a premium pick-up 


VOLKSWAGEN Commercial Vehicles has 
revealed the first images of its new Amarok 
on the move, as well as the interior which 
offers customers a number of new fea¬ 
tures. These include an attractive cockpit, 
with a colour multi-function display for the 
Aventura launch model and state-of-the- 
art radio/navigation systems. For the 
driver and front-seat passenger, the 
Amarok also provides 14-way adjustable 
ergoComfort seats, which have already 
won awards for their back-friendliness. 

Superior and robust: at home both on and 
off the road, the Amarok, with its new 3.0- 
litre V6 TDI engine achieves 550 Newton 
metres of torque and 165 kW / 224 PS at 
his highest power output level. It can reach 
a top speed of 193 kilometres per hour (120 
mph) and accelerate from 0 to 100 km/h 
(62 mph) in 7.9 seconds. 

The pick-up is an attractive alternative 
thanks to its high seat position, good all¬ 
round visibility and high-quality interior, 
making for a comfortable ride both on- and 
off-road. And, despite its impressive size, 
getting into the Amarok is easy, with doors 
that swing open wide and - depending on 
the design variant - grab handles on the A 
and B-pillars to help you climb into the cab. 

One of the highlights of the new 
Amarok’s interior are the new electrically 
adjustable ergoComfort seats for the 
driver and front-seat passenger, which 
provide plenty of head and legroom. This is, 
above all, thanks to the height-adjustable 
front seats, which can also be moved a long 


way back. They feature sporty contoured 
side bolsters that have been optimised to 
provide maximum comfort and top er¬ 
gonomic characteristics. The optional elec¬ 
tric 14-way driver and front passenger 
seats can be individually adjusted to suit 
personal body size. The seat height and 
longitudinal position can be adjusted at the 
push of a button, the degree and width of 
lumbar support can be changed and the 
backrest and seat cushion angle set. The 
seat depth can also be adjusted manually. 
The ergoComfort seats for the driver and 
front-seat passenger in the Amarok have 
been awarded the ‘AGR’seal of approval by 
the Healthy Back Campaign (Aktion 
Gesunder Riicken e.V.). With nappa leather 
seat covers, contrasting Ceramique stitch¬ 
ing and additional seat heating, the Amarok 
caters for discerning customers. 

The redesigned instrument panel also 
immediately catches the eye: striking 
features of the design of the new 
instrument panel architecture include 
the emphasis on horizontal lines, the clear 
division of the surfaces and the precision 
of the folds and edges. Doing away with 
round contours and concentrating on 
horizontal and vertical lines makes the 
interior appear more striking and pro¬ 
nounced. Numerous storage compart¬ 
ments make life easier for the passengers. 

The multifunction steering wheel also 
makes it easier for the driver to operate the 
radio, telephone or multifunction display. 
The Aventura launch model comes with a 


colour 3D display between the classic 
round instruments. The driver can use the 
new, optional paddle switches on the 
steering wheel (standard in the Aventura) 
to control the 8-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission, while the frameless rear-view 
mirror, in combination with the optional 
Light and Sight package, heightens the up¬ 
market look and sporting character of the 
new Amarok’s interior. 

At the very top of the centre console, and 
thus directly in the driver’s field of vision, is 
the infotainment system, allowing well 
thought-out, ergonomic operation. 
Equipped with features such as App Con¬ 
nect, Guide & Inform or Car-Net, it is pos¬ 
sible, for example, to integrate smartphone 
apps via a USB interface in order to be able 
to access them via the infotainment sys¬ 
tem’s touchscreen. Guide & Inform extends 
the navigation system by adding online- 
based, up-to-the-minute information 
services such as online traffic information. 
The ‘Discover Media’navigation system also 
comes with DAB+ digital radio as standard. 

Both the ‘Composition Media’and ‘Dis¬ 
cover Media’infotainment systems come 
with digital voice enhancement. This elec¬ 
tric voice amplification makes communi¬ 
cating during the journey easier. The 
hands-free microphone amplifies the voice 
signals so that the driver no longer, for in¬ 
stance, has to turn to face the back-seat 
passengers or raise their voice. Passengers 
on the back seat hear the person’s voice 
amplified by the rear loudspeakers. 


The ‘Park Pilot’ parking assistance sys¬ 
tem, assisted by the ‘Rear View’ reversing 
camera, also makes life easier. Stainless 
steel pedals (exclusive to the Aventura) and 
black trim, divided from door to door by a 
bar in contrasting colour, round of the ap¬ 
pearance of the Amarok’s interior.

Prices for the new Amarok in Germany 
start at €25,720 net for the rear-wheel 
drive Trendline version with double cab, the 
V6 TDI and 120 kW (EU6, available from the 


second quarter of 2017), making them just 
€940 more expensive than the previous 
entry-level model with a with double cab 
and 103 kW TDI four-cylinder engine. The 
top-of-the-range Amarok Aventura with 
the V6 TDI and 165 kW engine, 4Motion all¬ 
wheel drive and 8-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission comes to €46,525 net and will be 
launched at the end of September 2016. 

New Amarok sales in the UK will begin 
before the end of the year. There are cur¬ 
rently no plans to sell the launch Aventura 
model in the UK. Full pricing and specifica¬ 
tion details will be released closer to launch.
